Among special events at Capex 
was the unveiling of a commemora- 
tive plaque to Sir Sanford Fleming 
on the site where he sketched Can- 
ada's first postage stamp. This site 
is now the Toronto offices of The 
Huron and Erie Mortgage Corpora- 
tion and The Canada Trust Company. 
This plaque was presented to the 





Canadian Philatelie Society by the 
above companies and was unveiled at 
2 p.m., September 26th. In this con- 
nection the above financial institu- 
tions prepared a souvenir album page 
showing an enlarged copy of the 3d 
Beaver stamp in original color, ac- 
companied by suitable text and show- 
ing pictures of Sandford Fleming’s 
office and the present home of The 
Canada Trust and Huron and Erie 
Companies. We reproduce herewith 
the text of this page and pictures of 
the buildings, first of 100 years ago 
and that of today. 


CANADA’S FIRST POSTAGE 
STAMP 


The first postage stamp issued in 
Canada was designed by Sir Sandford 
Fleming in 1851 at the request of the 
Hon. James Morris, first Postmaster 
General of the United Canadas. 
Young Fleming’s first design, that of 
the 3d beaver, was accepted immedi- 
ately, and Canada’s first postage 
stamp was issued for public sale on 
April 23, 1851. 

On the 12d issue Sir Sandford 
showed the head and shoulders of 
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Queen Victoria, using as his model a 
copy of Chalon’s famous portrait of 
the young Queen in her coronation 
robes. He had rescued this painting 
from the burning Parliament Build- 
ings in Montreal during the Elgin 
riots. This is now the rare and valu- 
able 12d black that is the goal of all 
serious Canadian philatelists. 


WHERE CANADA’S FIRST STAMP 
WAS DESIGNED 


To the left is the birthplace of Can- 
ada’s first postage stamp—Sir Sand- 
ford Fleming’s draughting and sur- 
veying office at 110-112 Yonge 
Street, Toronto. This site is now the 
Toronto offices of The Huron & Erie 
Mortgage Corporation and The Can- 
ada Trust Company, where a com- 
memorative plaque was unveiled on 
September 26, 1951, to honour Sir 
Sandford Fleming and the origin of 
Canada’s first postage stamp 100 
years ago.

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“DROP” OR “JUMP” COILS 


I noticed in your July-August and 
September issues that there were 
some enquiries made about coil 
stamps out of alignment. Mr. Arthur 
Insley, President of the West Toronto 
Stamp Club, who has made a side- 
line specialty of these varieties, 
which he calls “Jump Coils,” has a 


remarkably complete collection, in 
every issue from 1935 on, and in 
every denomination of the coils. They 
are not constant varieties, but print- 
ing flaws, but are none the less col- 
lectable, and there are some which 
command a premium. 

I had a fascinating trip through 
the Canadian Banknote Co. plant in 
May of this year, but the coil stamp 
process was one I missed, and being 
interested in all varieties I took the 
matter up with the Post Office De- 
partment to obtain an authoritative 
explanation of the cause. 

Their reply follows: 

“The printing plate used to print 
postage stamps for roll assembly 
contains 425 impressions of the post- 
age stamp, 17 rows across and 25 
stamps deep. These stamps are print- 
ed on a one plate press on paper that 
is a continuous sheet, not cut in in- 
dividual sheets. Since only one plate 
is placed on the press, you will un- 
derstand that it is not a continuous 
cylinder. Following the printing of an 
impression of the plate, the web or 
strip of paper is automatically 
brought into position or register for 
the next impression. The variation in 
alignment reported in your letter 
could occur as a result of irregulari- 
ties in the paper, or the movement of 
the paper in the registering mech- 
anism, or a combination of both. The 
irregularity would naturally occur 
every twenty-fifth stamp as that in- 
dicates the end of one impression 
from the plate.” 

And there’s your official explana- 
tion. 

These coil varieties are not at all 
common. I have heard of collectors 
finding none at all in a roll of 500 
stamps, and of course many of them 
have such a slight displacement that 
they are not interesting. Thus they 
are searce enough, and interesting 
enough, to induce many collectors to 


run a straightedge along any strip 
they see, looking for the “drop coils.” 
Possibly you have some in your stock 
book — they may be worth looking 
for.—Don Young. 

Editor’s Note—Mr. Young’s article 
on drop coils was covered by Mr. 
Marcel Belanger in last issue but we 
are prompted to reproduce his article 
in part, particularly with reference 
to the official explanation it con- 
tains.

that the new designs illustrated in 
the overseas press have not yet been 
accepted. 

The Virgin Islands promises a new 
set soon complete with the 20s. 

Australia joins the crowd of new 
issues with several items to come 
shortly so that many of the late is- 
sues may go quickly obsolete. 

The United Nations issue is not 
receiving much of a boost overseas. 
But it is generally understood that 
many collectors have placed orders 
for them. The trick will be getting 
this issue used. 

What are some of us going to do 
about albums, news from over the 
pond is very disturbing. Increases in 
cost of manufacture are enough to 
disturb any collector’s peace of mind. 

Bye the way do you know that the 
late sterling issue of Montserrat was 
withdrawn from sale on September 
15th. And the Tonga friendship issue 
was withdrawn on October 1st. It’s 
not a bad idea to make a note of 
some of these changes. 

We'll be along again to visit with 
you later. Cheerio.

I am privileged to report that Mr. 
W. J. E. Wyllie of Calgary has a 


copy of the elusive plate six of the 
four cent orange. He is certainly to 
be congratulated on the possession 
of such an elusive item. He has also 
reached the goal of all War Issue 
collectors, 607 positions, thus joining 
a very select group which does not 
include more than four members, to 
the best of my knowledge. Congratu- 
lations once more, Mr. Wyllie! 

This brings to mind the fact that 
a colour change is coming soon in 
the three cent stamp of our current 
issue, and there is nothing to prevent 
- a repetition of the four cent situa- 
tion. It seems to me that the Depart- 
ment would well serve the cause of 
the plate block collector, and garner 
much additional revenue as well, if 
they gave orders to the manufac- 
turers to send the first printings 
from all new plates to the Philatelic 
Agency. As I have pointed out before 
each plate and each position is a 
different stamp, as far as we are 
concerned, and the quicker this is rec- 
ognized by all concerned, the better. 
I still think a report on the number 
of stamps printed from each plate 
would be of interest and value to all 
collectors, and hope we will eventually 
get it. 

I have not made a report on the 
O.H.M.S. situation for some time, 
mainly because there has been, as 
far as I am aware little or no change. 
I am increasingly happy to own 49 
UR of the four cent war as it is one 
of only two copies known to me, and 
no more are being reported. This 
brings to mind a point mentioned last 
month, in connection with the plate 
block catalogue — that it would not 
satisfy everyone, but would be a 
starting point for further advances. 
The most serious errors in pricing 
were found in the O.H.M.S. section, 
in my opinion — perhaps naturally 
enough in view of their recent issue. 
However, more than a year has 
elapsed since the intensive search for 
them began, and I am sure that very 
few remain to be discovered. The 
position I mentioned (49 UR of 4c 
War) is undoubtedly the scarcest of 


all positions, and I-think a revision 
of the catalogue should take care of 
this. Other positions which should be 
raised a great deal are the lower 
lefts of plates two and three in the 
four cent revised. 


THE CAPEX EXHIBITION 


To the Editor of “Popular Stamps” 
Dear Sir:— 

Much will have been written about 
Capex but the point of view of a 
visitor may be acceptable to those 
who enjoy other than straight press 
reporting. There can be no criticism 
of this stupendous show, the manage- 
ment with its supporting organiza- 
tion must have been superb to ac- 
complish such an extraordinary nev- 
er-before seen exhibition of stamps. 
Not only well done but splendidly ac- 
complished, remarkable for its ar- 
rangement, space, lighting, conveni- 
ences, the comfort of many lounges 
and the congenial welcome by all 
officials. 

During my entire stay every min- 
ute of my ramblings and inspection 
of the many hundreds of exhibits was 
enjoyable. The Court of Honor with 
its vast accumulation of early classi- 
cal issues was an exhibition in itself, 
the sight of which we may never see 
again in such volume. 

As an old Canadian I was proud to 
learn that one of our collectors in 
the west namely Gerry Wellburn of 
Dunean, B.C., had received signal 
honor for his remarkable exhibits of 
Postal History. The other prize win- 
ners of whose exhibits I particularly 
visited were indeed worthy of their 
recognition. 

Remarks by visitors from overseas 
and the south were encouraging to 
hear in that Capex had topped all 
philatelic shows to date. I have long 
since passed the active collecting 
stage and have not visited Toronto 
for many years so that much was 
new to me. The Automotive building 
which housed Capex is a magnificent 
structure. Permit me however to sug- 
gest to the City Council of Toronto 
that they should erect a large audi- 
torium nearer the city, perhaps at 
the south end of Bay Street at the 
water front which I am sure would 
add thousands of visitors to all man- 
ner of similar exhibitions like Capex.

P.O.D. FILM AT WESTMOUNT 


Members of the Westmount Stamp 
Club were privileged to be the first 
to see, after its initial showing at 
“Capex”, the new Canada Post Office 
film “Stagecoach to the Stars’, 
which Mr. G. M. Desautels, Public 
Relations Representative, Canada 
Post Office, Montreal, brought to the 
weekly meeting of the club on Oct. 
11th. 

The film, produced by the National 
Film Board, Ottawa, traces the his- 
tory of the Post from early days to 
the transport of the mails by plane. 
Of particular interest to Montrealers 
are the scenes showing people calling 
for their letters at the Post Office in 
Montreal in 1835, which was then lo- 
cated in a building between the 
Gazette Printing Establishment and 
a boarding house near Notre Dame 
Church. Another of the scenes shows 
the mail being handled at the airport 
at Dorval. 

The film also shows the prepara- 
tion and printing of the four new 
stamps that were issued on Septem- 
ber 24th commemorating the first 
Canadian postage stamp the “Three- 
penny Beaver.” 

It is well produced and makes a 
very attractive feature for showing 
at stamp club gatherings, as well as 
having much general interest for the 
non-collector. Stamp club executives 
would be well advised to get in touch 
with the Public Relations Depart- 
ment of the Post Office and arrange 
for a showing of the film at their 
meetings.

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FIFTH SALE OF REFORD .B.N.A. 


A total of $253,774 has been real- 
ized so far in five sales of the vast 
Reford Collection of British North 
America which is being dispersed in 
New York by the auction firm of 
Harmer, Rooke € Co., Inc., 560 Fifth 
Avenue. And there will be “at least 
one more sale, perhaps in February,” 
according to Gordon R. Harmer. 

The fifth portion of Dr. Lewis L. 
Reford's great collection was sold on 
October 16-18 and brought $31,204. 
Bidding was intensely active from 
the floor. Many fine covers and can- 
cellation lots brought amazingly high 
prices. 

A group of 34 Canada stamps, be- 
tween No. 35-106, with British 
Columbia cancellations fetched $85. 
Three covers with “Steamboat Let- 
ter” or railroad on the 3p red (wove 
paper, No. 4, brought $40. 

Fifteen copies of the 5e beaver 
(No. 15) with “Paid,” “Steamboat” 
and numeral cancels, realized $115. 
A similar lot with cork and other 
cancels went for $65. A set of num- 
eral cancels, “2” to “52” on the 5e 
beaver, realized $120, and a some- 
what similar set brought $82. Eleven 
different lots, each containing 100 
used 5c beavers, with shades, cancels, 
paper and minor plate varieties, 
ranging from good to very fine and 
some with small faults, brought from 
$41 to $45. 

The blue “1857” cancellation, com- 
memorating Victoria’s twentieth year 
of rule, on a horizontal strip of 5 of 
the le rose of 1859 was bid up to 
$52.50, although it was badly cut 
into at the top. 

A cancellation lot of 34 copies of 
the 1c yellow “Small Cents,” all on 
covers or circulars with cork, bars, 
targets, numerals, dated and violet 
cross markings, brought $60. And a 
bid of $42 took a strip of 7 of the 
lc orange tied to piece by “4” in 
two circles. 

A collection of 187 engravings 
realized $300. It included engravings 
used for postage and revenue stamps 
and paper money of Canada and 
Newfoundland, with a few U.S.; 
small and large die proofs and a few 
photos. A somewhat similar collec- 
tion of 146 different engravings 
fetched $230. 

Many proofs and a few essays 
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were scattered through the sale. A 
small die -essay -in blue on India 
paper of the 3e red Large Cents was 
knocked down at $95. A large die 
proof on India of the 5c brown olive 
airmail of 1928, was bid in at $85. 
Two rare essays of the Canada reg- 
istration label drew bids of $80 and 
$90. | 

Specialists bid steadily for inter- 
esting plate varieties. A “log in wat- 
erfall” variety of the 5c beaver on 
cover went for $55. 

Two “very fine” used copies of 
Canada No. 1, the 3p red on laid 
paper which catalogues $30, were 
sold for $31 and $35. Two “on cover” 
copies of the same stamp brought: 
$34 and $38. 

A mint copy of Nova Scotia No. 5, 
the 6p dark green with four margins 
(catalogue $250) realized $260.

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SCOTT'S VOLUME II 


In the newly-published Volume II 
of Scotts 1952 Standard Postage 
Stamp Catalogue, covering Europe, 
Africa and Asia, 1,579 new stamps 
have been added from the past year’s 
Chronicles in Scott’s Monthly Jour- 
nal, 526 numbers have been changed, 
100 stamps have been deleted, 21 
major numbers have disappeared in 
set mergers and 69 stamps from the 
1951 Tentative Listings have been 
moved into the body of the Catalogue 
and given major numbers. 


The prices of thousands of stamps 
have been changed, report the pub- 
lishers, Scott Publications, Inc. . 


The most extensive revision in any 
one “country” was accorded to 
Shanghai. Based on the John N. Luff 
research, the revisions here restore 
the listings to a chronological order 
in a way that will please all serious 
collectors of the Shanghai dragon is- 
sues and their surcharges. 

One new country heading — Viet 
Nam — makes its debut in this cata- 
logue. It is grouped under Indo-China 
but with separate numbering. These 
are the stamps of the French-recog- 
nized Bao Dai regime. 

The 1950 “Groszy” overprints of 
Poland are covered in a catalogue 
note (like the “-10%” overprints of 
Belgium) and are not given indivi- 
dual listings. 

Sixty-seven occupation stamps of 
Serbia have been moved from “Ten- 
tative” into the Catalogue. Two high 
values have been added to Tibet's 
first issue. 

The parcel post stamps of Belgium 
have been regrouped under a single 
heading. The 1904-13 issue of Hun- 
gary has been broken up to form one 
major set (1908, perf 12, 15) and 
two minor sets (1904-05, perf 12 x 
114%, and 1904-06, perf 15). 

In Liberia, a set of airmail minor 
numbers (C17a-26a) become majors 
(C17-26) and former Nos. C17-26 ac- 
quire new numbers. In Netherlands, 
a set of four perforation varieties 
(Nos. 13-16) are reduced to minors 
(Nos. Tc-10c). 

The deletions include: Algeria No. 
208A (it doesn’t exist). Bulgaria No. 
J18 (merged with J15 as both stamps 
are from the same sheet). Estonia 
Nos. 5 and 7 (their perforations were 
unofficial). Japan Nos. 24A and 50A 


(the laid paper varieties of these de- 
nominations are highly debatable 
items, say specialists). 

Luxembourg Nos. B105+116 (never 
available for postage). Persia Nos. 
550, 554-556 (not regularly issued). 
Switzerland No. 91A (just one of 
many shades of No. 73). Ukraine 
Nos. M1-16 and N1-15 (believed pri- 
vately produced). 

In three countries imperf sets were 
merged with perf sets, resulting in 
the disappearance of 21 major num- 
bers: Latvia Nos. B40-45, B51-55. 
Lithuania Nos. 94A, 94B, 96A, 96B. 
Romania Nos. 632-635, B338, B341. 

Five souvenir sheets have gone 
from major to minor numbers: An- 
gola No. 314a, China No. B9Qa, 
Czechoslovakia No. 292a and Guinea 
No. 257a, 270a. 

Prices of the controversial hand- 
stamps, Cilicia Nos. C1-2, have been 
dropped. 


COVERS BEAR CHARGE ORDER 


London, Ont., Oct. 24th, 1951 
Dear Mr. McCready: 

I have noticed two or three stories 
in Popular Stories recently regarding 
accounts rendered by postmasters for 
postage charged to accounts. 

In my collection of 3c small Queens 
on cover, I have one mailed at Dur- 
ham in 1888 addressed to Rodgerville, 
Ontario. In the upper right hand cor- 
ner of the envelope are the words, 
“charge Box 42”. The stamp is stuck 
on over the wording above. — L. D. 
Winder. 

Editor’s Note: We recently saw a 
similar mark in R. A. Jamieson’s 
collection at Almonte, Ont. It was 
applied to left hand corner of en- 
velope by stencil or rubber stamp. 
The wording “charge Box” and num- 
ber of box were contained within a 
one-ring circle,
